Election/Restrictions 

This Application contains claims to the following distinct embodiments of the 
invention :

Group IV - the device illustrated in Fig 12 for example. 



1. While it appears that some claims may be generic to one of more species, 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even 
though this requirement is traversed and list claims readable thereon. 

Prior to examination, it appears that full search and consideration of specific 
details of the many different embodiments in this one Application places undue burden 
on the examiner since those embodiments are presumed to be separately patentable 
and the proper search for each one is not required for the others.
